department, and John W. Reece of 
Stillwater, federal prohibition direc­ 
tor for Oklahoma. 
Penitentiary sentences are to be 
sought for each bootlegger caught, 
It is said. 
City, county and state officials ars 
requested to co-operate with the fed­ 
eral authorities in combatting the 
bootlegger, but it is said that re­ 
gardless of the other officials, the 
men to enforce the federal law will 
be available. 
This force will start 
with ten men to enforce the prohibi­ 
tion and five to enforce the narcotic 
laws. 
Prosecution of cases will be 
rn either the state or federal courts 
or both. 
The following men have 
been appointed: Narcotics, Charles 
C. Post, Pickett Witten, C. O. Brad­ 
shaw, George Phillips and J. E. 
Green; prohibition, J. T. Brown, R. 
D. Foster, J. T. Barnes, S. F. Weiss. 
Qther men are to be named. 
A division chief is to be appointed 
who will have control of the work­ 
ers in specific work, while Gates 
will control the general policy and 
direct the work. 
Reece will have 
two men to assist him and will work 
in conjunction with Gates. 
Should 
the number of men available for 
duty here be too small, additional 
men may be sent into -this territory, 
and should the situation in Okla­ 
homa not keep the organization busy 
all the time, its members may be 
sent to othe rterritories outside the 
state. 
Headquarters of Gates and Reece 
probably will be established in the 
federal building in Oklahoma City, 
but there is some question as to 
whether rooms are available, and 
the headquarters may go to Tulsa 
or Guthrie, both cities having offer­ 
ed to furnish rooms.

Tt is a greater credit to 
say taht the patrons of the schools 
feel safe when their children are 
entrusted into the hands of teach­ 
ers whose devotion to duty Is so 
big that material conditions do not 
mar or change It.

the present Normal had been built. 
As soon as the Normal had moved 
into its new quarters, the ‘ High 
School again began to function and 
has increased steadily in growth 
and

The school today ha san enrollment 
of 325 regular High School pupils, 
exclusive of the Junior High School 
enrollment.. Much has been added 
to its equipment, particularly in the 
industrial 
and 
scientific 
depart­ 
ments. Tho library has been pro­ 
vided with nearly C*00 new and use­ 
ful volumes and has been thor­ 
oughly organized. The provision of 
more room for High School ex­ 
pansion has remved a very great 
handicap to the usefulness of the 
school. 
The policy of the school is reflect­ 
ed in its courses, the 
Language,

country that surpasses it. 
The products of this plant are 
shipped to practically every part of 
the country and is acknowledged as 
being of «c*:ra high quality. Through 
the progressiveness of the manage­ 
ment, it has grown from a com­ 
paratively small undertaking to one 
of the largest of its kind in th^e 
country 
afd 
the 
largest 
cement 
plant in the southwest. It presents 
an ever active base of operations 
and the groupe of buildings and 
structures comprised in the plant 
are of a nature to command im­ 
mediate attention. 
The Oklahoma Portland Cement 
Company was incorporated in 1906 
by Adam L. Beck. J. M. Winter- 
smith, George L. Kice, W. H. Hart, 
and William L. Wuitaker Construc­ 
tion was immediately started on 
Mill No. I, which was completed to 
a daily capacity of 1,000 barrels 
in- 1908, the first car of cement 
being shipped that year. 
The company continued improve­ 
ments until the plant had been in­ 
to a daily capacity of 2,600 


barrels by Jan ary 1917, at which 
time the entire capital stock was 
purchased by The Cement Securi­ 
ties 
Company 
of 
Denver, 
which 
made the Oklahoma Portland Ce­ 
ment Company a part of one of the 
largest cement manufacturing con­ 
cerns In the world. 
Immediately after taking charge 
of the property, the new organisa­ 
tion began ^tensive improvements, 
both at Ada and Lawrence. They 
have built an entirely new plan 
which has a daily capacity of 1,500 
barrels, making the total capacity 
4,000 barrels. The machinery has 


already been purchased to doub’ 
the capacity o fthe new plant, which 
when completed will bring the to­ 
tal capacity jp to 5,000 barrels, 
daily, or 55 minimum cars of ce­ 
ment. 
The new mill is a wet process 
plant and is constructed entirely of 
reinforced concrete, being design­ 
ed by W. C. Rieth and Wm. L. 
Whitaker, both eminent cement mill 
engineers. It has a storage capacity 
of 500 cars of quarry run matrial, 
with which it would be able to run 
the plant for three months. It has 
a clinker storage of 125,000 bar­ 
rels, and when the new stock house 
is completed, the two Ada plants 
will have a cement storage which 
will hold one quarter of a million 
barrels. 
The crushing plant at Lawrence 
has been remodeled and improved, 
and a 7-car Woodford Haulage Sys­ 
tem has been installed. These 7 
cars which haul the stone from the 
quarry to the crusher—a total dis­ 
tance of about one mile— are operat­ 


ed electrically by one man from ai 
tower on top of the crusher build-! 
ing. This operator can start, run, 
stop, and dump cars which are a 
mile distant from his station by 
means of electrical switches and 
keys.

Pontotoc county has 
the 
only 
large power plant in the state not 
located in a city, so far as informa­ 
tion in Ada is available. 
The large 
electric power generating plant 
is 
located on the banks, of Big Sandy 
near the place it empties its waters 
into the South Canadian river, six 
miles north of Ada. 
It is a modern 
plant, making “juice” for* a number 
of cities and turning the wheels of a 
hundred industries. 


.A few years ago a Chicago com­ 
pany decided to locate 
a 
central 
power plant in southeastern Okla­ 
homa. 
They sent engineers who 
went over the probable locations. 
They surveyed the Washita river 
with a view of harnessing the water 
and getting their power from the 
water itself. . This plan had to be 
given up for several reasons. 
Water Not Practicable. 
After going over the matter thor­ 
oughly, they decided that the best 
place was near Ada where cheap 
gas could be obtained as fuel and 
there was plenty of water for all 
purposes, save that of 
generating 


the power itself. 
At first it was 
decided to put the plant in town, 
but later it was decided to put it 
six miles north where there 
are 
springs and water galore. 
The building was started. 
The 
war came on, making the acquiring 
of material difficult. 
After much 
wire pulling and hard work, 
the 
machinery was shipped and the gi­ 
ant pieces were put in place. Now 
those great dynamos turn night and 
day, making “juice” to light 
the 
pathway of man in the towns and 
cities. 
The stock of the company 
was 
later transferred to those parties 
owning several other plants in this 
part of the state, and this plant is 
to be the central station for a giant 
industry that will make power for 
a half million people. 
At the present time there is 
a 
wire to Shawnee, Roff, Lawrence, 
Seminole and Francis and probably 
other towns. 
Soon it is to bet ex­ 
tended south to Hickory, Mill Creek, 
Ravia, Madill and east to Durant, 
connecting at the last named place

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The Passing of Ranch 
Life in Oklahoma

The famous Horseshoe Ranch, lo­ 
cated in the southern end of Ponto­ 
toc county, Oklahoma, has been sold 
f to P. A. Norris, a banker and farm­ 
er of Ada, and will be broken up 
into several small farms. It is un­ 
derstood the consideration was near 
$200,000, being the largest real es­ 
tate deal ever matte in this county. 
After the small farms have been 
laid off, they will be sold. Cotton, 
corn, alfalfa, peas, wheat, oats and 
the other crops common to this 
section of the state will take the 
place of the grass and cattle. 
This arrangement will not mean, 
however, that there will be less 
meat produced. The farmers in the 
southern end of the county are 
great livestock raisers. Those who 
follow the ranch men will devote 
much of their time to cattle, hogs 
and sheep. But the kind they raise 
will be superior in quality. It will 
mean simply the new life versus the 
old, and the new will prove more 
beneficial to the county, the state 
and the jwners themselves. 
The new order now is breeding 
and raising cattle instead of feeding. 
Where the Texas steer could be seen 
a few years back, now one sees 
registered 
Aberdeen-Angus 
and 
Herefords 
and 
Shorthorns. 
The 
range cow for milk has been sup­ 
planted by the registered Holstein 
and the Jersey. 
There is more livestock in Pon­ 
totoc County than there was ten 
years ago, but it te a different kind. 
The elimination of the cattle tick 
has permitted the best stock to be

The Poultry Production, While Ov­ 
er the Average of the Counties 
of the State, Should Command 
More* Serious Effort on the Part 
of the Farmers. 


GOOD RECORD IN UT B” DRIVE 


Official Tuberculin Testing In Octo­ 
ber, 1919, Greater Than Any 
Previous Month. 


More official tuberculin testing of 
cattle was conducted during October, 
1919. than in any previous' month of 
any year, according to a summary Just 
issued by the bureau of animal indus­ 
try, United States department of ag* 
rleulture. 
During the month 574270 
cattle were tested by state and fed* 
erat veterinarians engaged in co-op­ 
erative tuberculosi8-eradlcation work. 
Herds or lots tested numbered 3,251, 
and the total number of reactors 
found was 2,821, an average of slight* 
ly less than one reactor for each. 
From the standpoint of the number 
of animals tested the drive against 
tuberculosis was most vigorous in 
Minnesota, where 6,269 cattle under- 
.went the test 
Vermont was second 
with 4,035 and Washington third with 
3,855 cattle tested. 
The flgoRs, live stock specialists of 
( the department point out indicate the 
‘nation-wide extent of the campaign 
!to stamp out the disease. At the end 
•of October the total number of herds 
•officially accredited aa free from tu­ 
berculosis after a number of tests 
[was 1324, more than double the num­ 
ber at the beginning of the year.

Pneumatic Chital. 
Loredo Taft, a Chicago sculptor, It 
Is stated, has installed in his studio 
a pneumatic chisel, by means ai which 
the work of outlining marble statues 
Is greatly simplified. The old method 
of carving with mallet and chisel is 
not only laborious, but rather awk­ 
ward for tile sculptor, since only one 
hand is left free to guide the chisel. 
In tile case of the pneumatic chisel 
both hands may be used for this pur­ 
pose. 
The pneumatic chisel is driven 
by compressed air, at a pressure of 77 
pounds per square Inch, operating 
through a flexible tube, the air being 
compressed in a large tank bys means 
of an electric motor. The air pass­ 
ing through the tube has the effect 
of driving the chisel back and forth 
against the stone* just as lf it were 
hit by a mallet

I realized that I had 
been wasting good feed on animals 
that could not respond and I forth­ 
with eliminated every scrub head 
of live 3tock of every kind on my 
farm. Instead of carrying a heavy 
mortgage on my farm I am now out 
of debt entirely and have placed 
many improvements on my home 
place. The pure bred live stock made 
it possible.’

PRESENT DAILY PRODUCTION 
OF OIL REACHES 1200 BARRELS 


The Allen district and the men engaged in oil develop­ 
ment have never given themselves over to the inmate 
scramble of over anticipation which has been the case of 
many oil fields. To the contrary, the oil activities have 
been carried on in a sensible and conservative manner. 
Just the same as any other enterprise. This does not 
mean however, that it is a field that is not producing 
to the extent of creating any flurry of excitement for 
the surveys of the best geologists of the country are 
most encouraging for the development of a field that 
will make the oil interests sit up and take notice. 


At present, the field has about one hundred and thirty 
five producing wells with a daily production of approx­ 
imately twelve hundred barrels. The average depths of 
the wells are from 750 to 800 feet and is of a good 
gravity of oil 


While indications of oil have been noticeable in this sec­ 
tion for years, real activity in going after it did not 
commence until the year 1917. Since that time steady 
operations have been going on. Not of the scattered 
wild cat order but of conservative and well selected 
locations with a result that the dry holes are far inthe 
minority and far below that of the average oil field. 


It is true that wells of great production have not been 
brought in but those of the smaller production of paying 
quantities have been marked by their regularity and 
lasting qualities. Many wells in other fields are not 
producing any more and as a rule it is necessary to go 
to a depth of the about 2000 feet to strike production. 
Considering the depth of the Allen field, the saving of 
drilling expense and the casing used, these wells are 
paying more on the average investment than those of 
other fields that have gained more prominence. 


One deep test is now being drilled by the Texas Com­ 
pany north of Allen in section 6-5-9. This well is now 
at about seven hundred feet and it is the intention of 
the company to attain a depth of at least 2500 feet. An­ 
ither deep test has been contracted for south of Allen 
in section 2-4-8 calling for a depth of at least 2500 feet 
These tests will be_ watched by all of those interested in 
oil development with keen interest for they may bring 
forth results that would mean greater activity in this 
field than ever hoped for. 


The Tidal Oil Company who have bought out the in­ 
terests of the K. C. Oil Company in this field at an ap­ 
proximate purchase price of a half million dollars, have 


already let a contract for the drilling of fifty new wells 
this year and contemplate sinking another fifty making 
one hundred wells all told for this one company alone 
this year. With the drilling planned by other companies 
*“e venous other individual projects on foot, the 
activities in the Allen field this year will be on a far 
larger scale than all activities combined heretofore in­ 
dulged in. 


Allen has at present, established and in operation a re­ 
finery operated by the Universal Petroleum Corpora­ 
tion that has a capacity of 2000 barrels a day. This re­ 
finery, last year shipped approximately $800,000 worth 
of products based on a price of $1.25 a barrel With the 
present prevailing prices, the next year’s output will 
naturally far exceed that of the previous year. 
As before stated, it is not the intention to exaggerate 
the prospects of the Allen district, but to set forth in 
concise form, just what exists in it in the way of reas­ 
onable Alture development.

the “riven have golden bottoms.** Gold 
Is being mined In the Okhotsk district 
but only In a primitive fashion. Last 
winter a “solotnlk** of gold. or, In 
English, .187147 ounce troy, was worth 
20 rubles, but It has now risen in 
value In the present currency of Rus­ 
tle to about IOO. Even la e primitive 
way many of the deposits are not be­ 
ing worked, and the method by which 
some of the gold Ie exported to Ja­ 
pan is equally primitive. A Japanese 
vessel with a fishing concession comes 
Dom Japan loaded with articles for 
trade, and these are exchanged for 
fora and gold. The fishing vessel then 
returns to Japan, carrying the gold 
and furs It has received for Its mer­ 
chandise. With mining carried on sys­ 
tematically a gold-producing region 
that covers hundreds of square miles 
would be yielding tile precious metal, 
but such operations a rt of course out 
of the question until stable govern­ 
ment Is established.

A VOTE POR VOTES 


When Mr. Harreld of the Fifth voted against unseating 
Victor Berger, he insured himself more columns of free advert 
tieing than he had received since he first got acquainted with 
his parents in the pennyrile of Kentucky. Of course the Dem­ 
ocratic press will denounce him, and again, of course the Re­ 
publican press, after it gets its breath will defend him or ex­ 
cuse him or apologize for him , 
♦ The reason given by Mr. Harreld for his unexpected vote is 
too childish to be accepted. In effect he says that he knows 
nothing about the Berger case, and knowing nothing, had to 
vote for acquittal, inasmuch as defendant had not been proven 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. To accept such an explana­ 
tion would be equivalent to pleading Mr. Harreld guilty of be­ 
ing mentally incompetent. Berger was charged with violation 
of a Federal statute. A jury of his peers found him guilty and 
the court gave him a twenty year sentence. A congressional 
committee recommended his expulsion from congress on the 
ground that no one convicted of such an offense has any right 
to sit in congress. That is the Berger case; and for Mr. Har­ 
reld to say that he knows nothing about it is pure tommyrot. 
A ten year old boy could have thought up a better bluff that 
that. 
* . 
In rushing to the defense of his representative, Herr Arthur 
Von Geissler, former chairman of the Republican committee, 
assigns a much better excuse for Mr. Harreld than that distin­ 
guished congressman had time to offer for himself. Geissler de­ 
clares that the Milwaukee voters have 4he constitutional right 
to select their own congressman, and he, therefore, congratu­ 
lates Mr. Harreld on the vote he cast. If Mr. Harreld himsel; 
had offered that defense, he would have placed himself on one 
side of a debatable question. But the Gaissler deliverance 
adds to Mr. Harreld *s embarrassment, in that the congressman 
himself issues a statement in which he makes no mention of thi 
Geissler excuse. 
It is more than likely that neither Harreld nor his apologist 
has offered the real reason behind the negative vote. Its in- 
spiration very probably lies about the ballot boxes of Okla­ 
homa, and proceeds from the remarkable slump in the Social­ 
ist vote in the past five years. In the state election of 1914 
Fred Holt received 53,000 votes as the Socialist candidate for 
governor. Since the lurid days of that campaign the vote of 
the kumrids has like a pig's tail been growing downward. 
During the war days it almost evaporated. Many politicians 
have essayed to make themselves heirs apparent of this dissolv­ 
ing element, and it is a conceded fact that the old party able to 
command this vote in the next election will carry Oklahoma. 
If Mr. Harreld’s vote for Victor Berger will serve to align 
the Socialist element with himself, it was not a bad vote, po­ 
litically speaking. Possibly such a thought was doing hand­ 
springs in.the Harreld mind when he voted. If he and his apol­ 
ogists can get the ultra American element of the Republican 
party to hold its nose and stand the company he has chosen, 
he will have gone far towards making himself a life-time con­ 
gressman from the Fifth District. Regardless of his motive 
in voting for a convicted traitor, his vote will be a powerful 
appeal for Socialist support in the next election. The wisdom 
of his vote, from a political viewpoint, will depend on his abil­ 
ity to hold patriotic Republicans in line. 
* 


FIGHTING GRIME WITH VIOLENCE 


Violating one law to enfrixp another one la a mighty poor 
policy for anyone to practice. The resentment against anarch­ 
ists has now reached such a pitch that many Americans are 
strongly tempted to violate any law or every law in order to 
get rid of the undesirables. But anyone who violates the law 
of the land is an enemy of his country, even tho he may not 
be so detestable an enemy aa the alien anarchist he seeks to 
drive out or destroy. 
The action of tile New York legislature in unseating or ex­ 
pelling a half dozen Socialist representatives looks at this dis­ 
tance like carrying resentment too far. If those Socialists had 
violated any law, they should have been punished by the reg­ 
ularly constituted authorities. They should have been arrested 
by the peace officers and punished according to the penalty 
provided for the offense. But so long as they had not violated

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DAIRY COWS FED 
TOO MOCH GRAIN 


Greatest Quantity at Lowest 
Cost for Production Makes 
Dairying Profitable. 


H o m e s cow h u e record I 
~ 
Produced More Milk and Butterfat 
on Pasture, Silage and Roughage 
Than When Fed Grain—Feed 
Stuff Grown on Farm. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- j 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Profitable dairying does not constat j 
In producing the greatest possible 
Quantity of gpllk. 
It does consist, however, in produc- | 
log the greaten possible quantity of ! 
milk at the lowest possible cost. 
To produce more milk, many dairy- ! 
men feed too much grain, and pile up 
stupendous feed bills. But the grain 
does not always increase the flow of 
milk above what it would have been 
without grain, enough to pay the dif­ 
ference in the {eod hill. Dairy special­ 
ists of the United States department 
of agriculture believe that in many 
cases more grain is fed to dairy cows 
that can he Justified by the results in 
milk and butterfat 
^,If your neighbor told you that his 
cow, that had not eaten a. pound of 
grain for a whole year, produced 3,000 
pounds more milk and 90 pounds more 
butterfat than she ever did when fed 
the regular grain and roughage ration 
—well, what would you believe if your 
neighbor told you that? 
And yet 
that bas actually happened. At least 
that is substantially the story that the 
United States department of agrtcul- j 
lure tells about its Holstein cow, j 
Helen Ullkje Calamity 145857. 
Up to the time Helen was eight 
years old, she bad always been fed 
a grain, silage, and roughage ration, ! 
and the best she had ever done was 
11,778.2 pounds of milk and 368.39 j 
pounds of butterfat When she was 
eight years old, that being in the 
spring of 1918, it was decided to feed 
her no grain for a year. She lived 
for a full 12 months on pasture, si- i 
lage, and roughage. And that year 
she produced 14,210.1 pounds of milk 
and 470.24 pounds of butterfat. The \ 
experiment was carried out at Hunt- I 
ley, Mont. 
A Revolutionary Cow. 
Helen may properly be referred to 
as a revolutionary cow. Some other 
cows, in cow-testing associations and 
elsewhere, have shown similar tend­ 
encies. 
And the result is that the 
dairy specialists are urging dairymen 
to see if it is not possible to produce 
milk and butter without feeding so 
much grain as is commonly fed. 
Tile basis of successful dairy feed­ 
ing is now said to be to feed the cows 
on the stuff that the farm produces 
instead of buying a great deal of grain 
and other concentrates. 
The dairy­ 
man should plan his feeding and crop 
growing to take care of the herd he 
has, instead of buying as the need 
arises for more feed. He should de­ 
vote special attention to having the 
right kind of pasture and the right 
kind of roughage. If he cannot grow 


ture, therefore, pays bigger dividends 
than formerly. Dairymen used to fig­ 
ure that they must get $15 a year 
from every acre of land in pasture, 
end tikis meant that the acre had to 
pasture a cow for three months. Now. 
lf the same acre pastures a cow only 
one month. It produces its $15. If it 
pastures a cow for three months it 
is producing $45 a year. 
And the 
price of pasture land has not increas­ 
ed in that proportion. Therefore, ev­ 
ery day that the cow Is kept on pas­ 
ture means a saving of money to the 
dairyman. It pays, nowadays, to take 
care of the pastures. 
And it pays 
equally well to take care of the rough­ 
age. 
Pasture, forage, silage—these 
things are the essentials In dairy pro­ 
duction. 


SOLVE WINTER EGG PROBLEM 


Commercial Breeder* Have Discover­ 
ed Importance of Green Food In 
Ration of Fowl*. 


The most important discovery the 
commercial breeders have made in the 
past few years towards solving the 
winter egg problem has been the dis­ 
covery of the value of green food In a 
tender, succulent form In the ration. 


Swiss “Mourning Urn." 
At the death of a person In Switzer­ 
land the family inserts a formal, 
black-edge announcement in the pa­ 
pers asking for sympathy, and stating 
that the “mourning urn** will be ex­ 
hibited during certain hours on a spe­ 
cial day.

SHELTER SWINE IN WINTER 


It Is Essential That Young Porkers 
Be Provided With Well Venti­ 
lated, Dry Quarters. 


Pregnant sows in summer can be 
turned on tender, succulent pasture 
without grain. About three weeks be­ 
fore farrowing they should receive a 
ration of rolled barley or wheat nine 
parts and tankage one part, or three 
pounds of skim milk to one pound of 
the above grains. This method of feed­ 
ing will Insure strong, lusty, active, 
new-borp pigs. It Is very essential that 
fall pigs be provided with dry and 
well protected shelter during the win­ 
ter, and kept free of lice.

HOW SNOW NOURISHES SOIL 


Valuable Manure Because of Its Car­ 
bonic Add, 80 Necessary for 
Revitalising th# Barth. 


In a handful of snow there might 
ha 20,000 crystals, and no two of them 
would be alike. 
Sleet is snow which, in Its passage 
to the earth, has passed through a lay­ 
er of warmer air, and become partially 
melted. 
Snow is early or late, according to 
whether the summer was short and 
soon over or extended to the autumn. 
A short, early summer, means that the 
earth cools more quickly. 
Ground which Is qpvered with snow 
very rarely falls below* freezing point, 
although the air may he fifteen to twen­ 
ty degrees colder. 
This is because 
snow is a very bad conductor of heat 
—it holds the heat in the ground and 
stofsv^its radiation. 
The reference in the Psalm s: 
“He 
giveth snow like wool," is not to the 
fact that snow and wool are alike in 


appearance, 
but to the warmth of 
each. 
Snow Is warm because air la held In 
Its minute crystal interstices. No heat 
escapes from anything covered with 
snow. 
Snow is, literally, a valuable 
manure, and nourishes the earth with 
Its carbonic add. which penetrates 
slowly into the soil and is thus fully 
absorbed. 
Finally, mow Is ruinous to shoe 
leather, because It warms the leather, 
opens IL and then penetrates.

HILLS MOLDED BY GLACIERS 


Peculiar 
Formation 
of “Drumlins 
Makes Them Appear aa Though 
Intelligently Designed. 


Between Syracuse and Rochester, N i 
Y„ lies a country of hills, knovro as j 
drumlins, which Is one of the most j 
beautiful bits of scenery in the eastern 
United States. 
The term drumlin Ie] 
an Irish one, and is applied to low 
rolling hills of glacial origin which ex 
ist in that country, and also in parts, 
of New York and New England. This 
section between Syracuse and Roches 
ter Is the very heart of the American 
drumlins. 
Most American mountains and hills 
were formed by violent disturbances 
of the earth’s surface, and their rads 
origin is reflected in their ruggedness

But the drumlins were built by the 
great Ice sheet which once covered all 
of North America. 
The materials of 
which they are made were pushed to­ 
gether slowly by the crawling glaciers, 1 
molded and tamped and smoothed by 
the great ice fingers as a child makes 
mud pies. 
The drumlins look as though they| 
had been designed by some great intel- 
llgence with a sense of beauty, for; 
they rise In smdbtti, gentle curves. 
They 
are 
remarkably uniform 
In 
helghL usually a little less than 200 
feeL and so smooth and lenient are 
their slopes that many of them are cul­ 
tivated to their summits. 
Some of 
them are as round as half an apple, 
and others are long welts or rolls. 
Scattered among the hills are a 


number of small lakes and ponds, clear 
and pretty, and there is good fishing 
in many of them. The drumlins are a 
favorite playground of the people In 
Syracuse, Rochester and other nearby 
towns, but they are little known be­ 
yond tte counties In which they lie. 


The Earth’s Crust. 
The most important scientific inves­ 
tigation of the last year in any coun­ 
try has probably been the attempt to 
measure the earth’s crusL We know 
j e r j little about the shell on which we 
Uvo. Scientists have been studying the 
problem to Hawaii, Tuscany and In 
Salvador, where the opportunities for 
investigation are especially favorable. 
Much data new to science has been 
collected concerning the shell, lbs com­ 


position and probable age. Still other 
tests have been made In New South 
Wales, where a great reservoir concen­ 
trates an Immense weight of water on 
a limited area, and Instruments have 
been devised to measure the movement 
of the earth’s ciHist under this weight 
New light has thus been thrown on 
the action of volcanoes.—Boys’ Life.

Pest Brought to This Country 
in 1909-10 With Importations 
of Com From Hungary.

Wide Dissemination of Insect Through' 
•ut Mississippi Valley Is Entirely 
Possible—Clean Culture 
Will Control Pest. 


(Prepared.by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Tbs experience of the past season 
with the European corn borer leads 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture to make the statement that, ap­ 
parently, there is little justification 
for alarm over the possibility of this 
Insect's becoming a menace to the corn 
crop throughout the entire country, j 
While the corn borer is a pest to be 
reckoned with and one that may cause i 
considerable Injury to susceptible va­ 
rieties of corn in certain localities, its 
effect on the corn crop of the country 
as a whole, especially in the corn belt, 
is unlikely to be serious. 
These reassuring facts have been 
discovered as the result of the depart-1 
merit's work during the past season: 
Serious Damage Only Near Boston. 
Up to the present time, the corn 
borer has Inflicted considerable dam­ 
age to corn only In the Boston district, 
where the corn grown Is of the sweet 
and dwarf varieties and where the 
carn borer, owing to the climatic in­ 
fluence of the gulf stream, is two* 
brooded. 
After ten years of slow 
spread, the Insect has attacked occa­ 
sional fields of sweet and flint corn, 
wider conditions favoring multiplica­ 
tion of the borer, to the extent of near­ 
ly IOO per cent of the stalks and 20 ta 
60 per cent of the ears. 
However, In 
moat of the fields in the area now in­ 
vaded in coastal Massachusetts and 
Mew Hampshire, the injury has been 
negligible. When the corn borer larvae I 
are limited to the stalks, the ears, so I 


**f cultural control. 
The only place 
where appreciable injury has resulted 
from the com borer is the trucking and 
small 
garden 
district 
immediately 
around Boston, where the truckers 
have universally complained of a short­ 
age of labor. 
There has been very 
ireneral neglect of weed growth along 
roadways, on waste land and even in 
home and truck gardens. The insect— 
known to have more than IOO food 
plants—breeds in such grass and weeds. 
The corn grown throughout this area 
is in patches of from a fraction of an 
acre to a few acres, and evidently at­ 
tracted and concentrated the insects 
from the surrounding weeds. 
The 
infested fields were usually either 
poorly tilled and weedy or surround­ 
ed by neglected, weedy areas. There 
were notable examples in the center 
of this district of well-tilled fields of 
sweet corn with clean surroundings In 
which injury was negligible. 
The menace to the corn crop of the 
country, then, la minimised by the 
slight susceptibility of common corn 
to borer attacks; by the practical cer­ 
tainty that the insect will be single­ 
brooded over the main corn-growing 
areas and that where single-brooded It 
inflicts no injury even on small types 
of com; and that good culture in 
clean surroundings appears to be a con­ 
trol measure. 
Where Borer Ie Known to Occur. 
The Eur^Dean corn borer is now 
known to c . ur over the entire coastal 
region 
of Massachusetts, 
including 
Cape Cod and adjacent islands, and 
over several towns In southern New 
Hampshire, approximately 1300 square 
miles; lo New York, in the Mohawk 
valley between Amsterdam and Al­ 
bany, about 800 square miles; In 
[western New York, over an area of 
at least 500 square miles, and the area 
of known Infestation Is constantly ex­ 
panding aa the survey proceeds; and 
over a limited area In Brie county, 
Pennsylvania. 
In view of this known wide distribu­ 
tion and the possibility that It may ex­ 
ist In numerous other localities, and 
In view, also, of the large number of 
plants on which It feeds, the depart­ 
ment of agriculture realises that ex­ 
termination of the corn borer Is out of 
the question except perhaps In limited 
areas of intensive production, and that 
the problem now la to determine the 
areas Infested, the economic impor­ 
tance of the Insect in different regions, 
and the possibilities of practical con­ 
trol or extermination within small 
areas. 
For this purpose, congress bas 
been asked to make an appropriation 
of $500,000.

Mature Horse Will Consume From 10 
to 12 Gallons of Water D aily-

to 12 gallons of water per slay, and 
a mature beef animal about the same, 
while dairy cows that are milking 
heavily will consume from 12 to IS 
gallons. 
A maturer sheep consumes 
from one to six quarts of water per 
day, depending en the Seaton and 
type of feed being eaten.

sume widely varying amounts of wa­ 
ter, depending on Ute season and tho 
alae and age of the hogs.

RAISING WINTER EGG LAYERS 


Chicks Should Bo Hatched In March 
lf They Are of General Purpose 
Breeds—Give Boat Caro. 


"Pullets Intended to produce winter 
eggs should be hatched in March lf 
they are of the general purpose 
breeds,” says Prof. L. H. Schwartz of 
Purdue university. "Leghorns mature 
a little sooner and need not be hatched 
until April. 
The pullets should be 
given every advantage during spring, 
summer and frill, receiving the best 
of feed and water and should always 
have access to shade. Adequate ven­ 
tilation in the house in which they 
are kept is essential, and the pullets 
should not be overcrowded. Each on# 
requires at least four square feet of 
floor space.”

to S t Louis, Chicago, New Orleans and 
other western and southern cities and 
was widely distributed to broom fac­ 
tories. 
A wide dissemination of the 
corn borer throughout the Mississippi 
Valley, therefore, la entirely possible 
* 
The only kinds of corn that have 
been shown to be damaged to any ap­ 
preciable extent by corn borer are 
sweet W n and the dwarf flint varie­ 
ties. 
The few fields of common field 
corn (dent) grown In the Invaded area 
In Massachusetts, both by farmers and. 
as a part of the department's experi­ 
ments, were practically free from In­ 
festation. 
In the large area In west­ 
ern New York, determined last fall 
to be Infested, and where It ta be­ 
lieved the Infestation la of ten yeanf 
ghmMng. large-stalked corn la com­ 
monly grown. 
It was so scantily in­ 
fested that discovery af the Insect In

---------------------- 
— 


Stonewall is one of the important factors in Pontotoc 
County’s commercial and agricultural activities. 
Not a metropolis but a good town for a town of one 
thousand population. It is located in the southern part 
of the county and is served by the Katy and Santa Fe 
railroads. It lays claim to, and justly of being the center 
of the most productive agricultural section of the coun­ 
ty. It is reputed to be the best cotton market in the 
county, last season’s crop totalling around the one and 
a half million mark. Cotton, com, oats, alfalfa, pea­ 
nuts, fruit, alfalfa, feed stuffs and prairie hay con­ 
stitute its principle crop. On account of its diversifi­ 
cation, this section does not know what a complete 
crop failure means. 
Pure bred live stock raising has gained a remark­ 
able headway in this immediate section and the general 
inclination amon'g the farmers is to devote their con­ 
certed effort in the raising of the better kind. Many 
good individuals are scattered through the section and 
several small herds are to be found among the rural­ 
ists. A community sale is being planned to foster the- 
movement and to get the registered individuals^ dis­ 
tributed among a greater number. This is an ideal 
poultry section and the raising of it is becoming preva­ 
lent with the farmers. 
The outlying district is fed by two creeks, the Boggy 
Creek, two miles south of town and Buck Creek that 
traverses the sections north and east of it. These two 
streams form two valleys of as fertile land as is to be 
found in the state. 
Land values are not high considering their product­ 
iveness and land in any of the Stonewall territory is an 
exceptional buy in comparison with the prices of other 
sections. 
Good roads are being agitated in tile section and 
substantial accomplishments along this line will mater­ 
ialize in short order. The good roads spirit among the 
citizens is on keen edge. By joint funds raised by pop­ 


ular subscription and county money, a great deal of 
good work has been done in the past Stonewall is lo­ 
cated on the direct route of the state highway and will 
naturally get the benefit of its development It is the 
natural gateway for this section of the traffic north 
from points in the southern part of the state and Texas 
points. The natural consequences and the spirit of the 
people all point to definite good roads action. 
Stonewall has an abundant supply of pure water,' 
procuring its supply from the same source that fur­ 
nishes Ada, Byrd’s Mill Springs. The supply is pro­ 
cured by damming the Boggy creek below a point 
where the water from the springs enters this tributary. 
Three cotton gins are operated, ground is broken and 
material on hand for an improved electric light plant, 
construction is ready to start on a flour mill on a lease 
already procured from tile railroad company. A new 
school house is being planned and its early construction 
is most promising. The rural school system of the dis­ 
trict is of the highest efficiency and better facilities 
are being constantly installed, the Methodist and Bap­ 
tist denominations both maintain active - congre­ 
gations and the moral tenor of the town is of a high 
order. One of the best stocked and most complete lum­ 
ber yards in the state is operated in the town and a 
newspaper that would do credit to cities of far greater 
population is published. The management of this pub­ 
lication has made arrangements for the erection of a 
new building and the installation of a linotype machine 
with modem equipment that will further advance its 
usefulness to the town. 
Stonewall needs more houses to accommodate the 
people that are now residents of it and those that are 
looking to it to make their home. - The citizens do not 
contemplate a boom but feel that the town is destined 
to increase materially from its growing natural re­ 
resources. A hearty welcome will always be extended 
those who want to become a citizen of the town pr to 
those who are interested in agricultural pursuits.

HERE is a new light in the East. 
The brightest day 
in all the history of the Red Man’s land has dawned. 
From the skies of the receding night a hardy band 
of pioneers, builders of an empire have plucked the 
brightest star and with brave hands and patriotic hearts 
pinned it to the azure field of Old Glory, adding a new 
luster to the Nation’se flag. 


In imperishable letters a new name has been inscrib­ 
ed up the banner of freedom— a name synonymous 
with success, with beauty, grandeur, patriotism, filedity, 
prosperity, loyalty and love of home; a name crooned as 
a lullaby in bygone days, when, sitting in the twilight of 
the boundless prairies, the Indian mother from her tepee 
watched the shadows lengthen into night and put her lit­ 
tle ones to sleep; a name interwoven in the matchless 
history of marvelous things accomplished by those who 
dared to put their blood and brain and brawn into the 
contest and win a victory where defeat seemed most cer­ 
tain; a name now heard along the arteries of commerce, 
in the busy marts of trade and wherever beats the Na­ 
tion’s throbbing heart of industry: OKLAHOMA. 


But yesterday we were a million and a half of po­ 
litical orphans, misunderstood, misgoverned and mis­ 
treated. 
Today we stand erect, clothed with the full 
panoply of American citizenship, in all things the equal 
in fact as well as in name of the proudest people of the 
Nation. 
But yesterday, to all the other states we were 
strangers. 
Today we have entered into our inheritance 
and wear- upon our brow the full-flowered wreath of 
American manhood and take our place in Columbia’s 
household as the most favored of all the Nation’s chil­ 
dren. 
But yesterday, the long range government by ap­ 
pointment, by political favorites, by telegraph and by 
mis-information was the rule. 
Today we begin a new 
era with the ideal government of the immortal Lincoln, 
a government of the people, for the people and by the 
people. Looking down the darkening shadows of the past 
with its obstructions to advancement swept aside by the 
energy, determination and ambition of our people we 
turn with confidence to the future proud of the record of 
yesterday, masterful in the strength of today and meet 
that future, secure in the belief that tomorrow will bring 
to us but additional triumphs in life’s battle. 
In this 
hour of our emancipation, when peans of joy are ascend­ 
ing throughout the land, when the clang of the political 
shackles falling from the arms of freemen makes won­ 
drous music for the patriots who fought in freedom’s 
cause, it is but mete that we should pause and give to 
those who led the van a fervent “God Bless You,” and 
tell them that they have builded better than they knew 
in giving to posterity the greatest commonwealth the 
Nation ever welcomed into the sisterhood of states.

The trial went on and 
he was sentenced to be dragged 
through the streets of Rome and 
burned publicly.

Tho formalin solution is made up i 
(by using 4 quarts of formalin (40 per I 
cent formaldehyde to 50 gallons (I ; 
barrel) of water. Apply at the rate 
bf 2 quarts per square foot of ground, j 
One barrel, at this rate, will cover a ; 
piece of ground one rod long by six 
feet wide. 
Apply the solution grad­ 
ually to the soil with a sprinkling pot. 
'It la well to cover the bed for 24 hours 
.with sacks disinfected In the formalin 
notation. 
Do not plant until the ’third or 
fourth day after disinfecting, or until 
the ground Is in a suitable condition. 
This will allow all formalin fumes to 
escape so that the seed and young 
•rowing plants will not be injured.

This Is especially true j 
where cattle, sheep, etc^ graze In an 
open field and then run Into some 
shady spot to rest, so conditions should 
be carefully studied. In some cases It j 
will be found that the pasture needs 
reseeding, though in many cases It 
wUl be learned that it Is overgrazing 
or lack of available fertility in the soil ; 
that causes the decline, In which case 
removing the stock for a time lf from * 
overgrazing or the application of the 
pgcsssary plant food lf the latter wUl 
prove profitable.

Chinese Have Had Great Military 
Past, But Have Not Fostered 
the Fighting Spirit. 


Writing of the romance of military 
Insignia.. Col. Robert E. Wyllle doubt­ 
less surprised some of his readers in 
the National Geographic Magazine 
when he informed them that the first 
military medal was probably awarded 
by a Chinese emperor, some 1,900 
years ago. The statement falls pat 
with an article by Mr. T. L. Leo, a 
Chinese student of the history of his 
own country, published in Asia maga­ 
zine, in which Mr. Leo looks back to 
Chinese military practice, In the early 
centuries of the Christian era, and 
shows how the treatise on the “Art of 
War," written by the ancient Chinese 
military leader. Sun Wa, correspond­ 
ed to the maxims of Frederick the 
Great, which were In turn expressed 
by von Hludenbnrg. The military past 
of China Is nowadays very generally 
overlooked, and the explanation ad­ 
vanced by Mr. Leo Is Interesting at 
this period.

The trial of K. R. Parks for kill­ 
ing Je ff Anglin reached its climax 
of interest this morning when Mrs. 
Parks, wife of the defendant, took 
the stand as the principal witness 
for the defense. Mrs. Parks is prob­ 
ably the only eye witness to the 
tragedy that will testify, unled! the 
defendant himself takes the stand. 


The state had closed its testimony 
and several witnesses tor the de­ 
fense had testified to the charac­ 
ter of Je ff Anglin and Oscar Wil­ 
liamson when Mrs. Parks was called. 
Witnesses had already testified that 
the two men killed were in Strat­ 
ford drunk on the afternoon of the 
killing and that they were in a 
drunken 
condition 
apparently 
as 
they drove from Stratford to the 
Parks home about fifteen miles west 
of Ada. 
Mrs. Parks stated that the family 
had lived at the bouse where the 
killing occurred one or two weeks. 
She knew Williamson and Anglin 
and had visited 
the 
Williamson 
home the day prior to the killing. 
On the morning of January 27, 
1919 Parks and their fifteen year 
old daughter went to their former 
place to round up and bring in 
their cattle. Parks himself had been 
seriously ill with influenza several 
weeks and Was still in a weakened 
condition. 
Late in afternoon about 
the time Parks was bringing in thb 
cattle Williamson and Auglin drove 
into the Parks yard and stopped 
their wagon near the door. Both 
of them were drunk and staggered 
as they walked. Williamson came 
into the house and acted very fa­ 
miliarly towards Mrs. Parks, taking 
her by the arm and calling her by 
her given name. 
She tried to keep 
away from him, but he followed 
her about the house from one room 
to another. 
Parks himself soon came into the 
house and was followed by Anglin, 
who was doing considerable swear­ 
ing and 
fell 
across 
the bed on 
which the small son of Parks’ lay 
sick. Finally after Parks bad re­ 
peatedly urged the men to leave 
the hogse and go home, he took 
Anglin by the arni and pushed him 
out the door. Once outside Anglin 
became more boisterous and upon 
his using unmentionable language 
he and parks engaged in a fight. 
Williamson soon came to the assis­ 
tance of Anglin and caught Parks 
by the throat, who then drew r 
automatic and shot both William­ 
son and Anglin killing them both in­ 
stantly. Witness thought only two 
shots were fired. After the shooting 
Parks called the officers at Ada and 
told them what had been done. 
The trial will probably last thru 
the day as a large -number of wit­ 
nesses are in attendance. A large 
crowd of people are attending the 
trial as spectators.

The shrubbery is receiving 
more attention, and the grass and 
trees are to be made more beauti­ 
ful this spring and summer. 
The aim of the school is for every 


student in this district who attends 
a normal school to be in Ada. In 
speaking of the m atter of room and 
board, Mr. Gordon said: 
“ I hope the people of Ada will 


understand 
that 
students . cannot 


pay big prices for board and room. 
I have heard that some intend charg­ 
ing as high as $7.00 a week for 
board. It will be impossible for stu­ 
dents to pay such prices, and they 
will go to other places lf we do not 
provide cheaper accomodations here. 
If the citizens can take care of the 
students at reasonable prices, we 
prefer to have them do so. Other­ 
wise we shall have to make arrange­ 
ments for feeding them at the Nor­ 
mal, a thing we do not like to do.” 
The summer term will begin on 


May 28 and will continue to August 
6. It will close in time for the 
teachers to get a month's vacation 
before beginning work in September.

cised here on the ground that the 
Irish educational system should be 
framed by an Irish Parliament. 
The Home Rule Bill was expect­ 
ed to grant separate treatment for 
Ulster, hut the education 
bill 
is 
framed on the assumption that Ire­ 
land is a single unit.* The education 
bill seta up only one central author­ 
ity in Dublin directly responsible to 
the Imperial Parliament. 
It introduces for the first time 
into the educational system of Ire­ 
land a local school tax. 
Hitherto 
all the money has been found by the 
treasury, supplemented by volun­ 
tary subscriptions. l*here will be 
popular representation on the school 
board but its function is to be ad­ 
visory only, and the power is all to 
rest with the new Education De­ 
partment. 
This will consist of the 
Chief Secretary mid the Vice Presi­ 
dent of the Department of Technical 
education, both of whom come into 
and go but of office with the British 
ministry of the day, and of a per­ 
manent member who will be the 
real administrator of the new sys­ 
tem. 
Religious controversy is avoided 
by the provision in the bill continu­ 
ing the existing plan by which the 
school managers, mostly the clergy 
of the various denominations, ap­ 
point the teachers and control the 
schools.
